ures on the ballot; 16 submitted 
by the legislature as constitution- 
al amendments. Six are made 
necessary by statutory detaiis in 
the constitution of California, six 
by state supreme court decisions 
which tie the hands of the legis- 
lature, and four will freeze into 
the state constitution new stat- 
utory provisions. Partly we can 
thank former Governor Merriam 
and the legislature for violating 
their sworn duty and refusing to 
call a constitutional convention 
after the voters approved such 
call.

NOS. 1 AND 2 

Numbers 1 and 2 can be con- 
Sidered together. ( “Yes” vote 
will put all aged recipients of 
state aid.on the same basis. A 
“No” vote will still keep the small 
pfoperty holdings of some under 
liens or other obligations to the 
state. 

NO. 3 

A vote for No. 3 will 
enable the legislature to set up a 
state prison system in California 
and will unfreeze some of the 
present constitutional provisions 
regarding the state board of pris- 
on directors. The legislature now 
has that power for women con- 
victed of a felony, and this meas- 
ure safeguards the separate and 
different treatment which the leg- 
islature now can give. A “No”

restrictions’ on the legislature. 


NO. 4 
No. 4 simply takes out of the 
constitution a statutory detail re- 
garding the election of governor 
and lieutenant governor. A ‘Yes” 
vote is in order. 
NO. 5 
No. 5 is “Daylight saving” 
again; setting the clocks one hour 
ahead for five months, The same 
old arguments appear. 
NO. 6 
No. 6 is thoroughly vicious. It 
subjects any order of every ad- 
ministrative officer, board, or 
commission in California to a 
court review or a new trial in 
the superior court. It will make 
a happy hunting ground for public 
service corporations attempting to 
get around rate reduction crders 
or other regulations. It defeats 
the very purpose for creating 
these commissions; to have 2 body 
of competent officials somewhat 
familiar with the technicalities of 
the fleld in which they operate. 
Judges are not competent to deal 
with these specialized matters. 
Vote “No”! 
NO. 7 
No. 7, prepared by a committee 
of lawyers, makes many minor 
changes in the administration of 
law in California. It covers 12 
pages in “The Statutes of 1939” 
and is full of technical details. 
Practicing lawyers think it will 
expedite legal business. . It may 
lead to the creation of 10 or a 
dozen appellate courts, which will 
be too many. It takes little detail 
out of the constitution, but it does 
not change the method of elect- 
ing superior court judges, as 
charged in the negative argu- 
ment, unless the voters of a coun- 
ty approve by a majority vote. 
It relieves the supreme court of 
its direct civil appellate work, but 
throws it upon the four district 


courts of appeal, and it does not

With only three days remaining 
before the long-awaited president- 
ial election on Tuesday, local Re- 
publican and Democratic leaders 
are concentrating on getting out 
the vote. Persons who are unable 
to get to the polls will be fur- 
nished transportation. Largest 
vote in history is expected. 

While chief interest centers in 
the Willkie-Roosevelt contest, 
with both sides exerting them- 
Selves to the limit, congressman, 
assemblyman and supervisor se- 
lections also create wide local in- 
terest. Incumbent for assembly- 
man from the 72nd district is 
Godfrey A. Andreas, Upland, who 
is opposed by A. B,.Hornibrook of 
San Bernardino, 

SHEPPARD VS. LOUDON 

Harry R, Sheppard, Congress- 
man from this district, is opposed 
by Republican Lotus “H. Loudon 
of Anaheim. 

In the selection of a supervisor, 
voters have an. unusual opportun- 
ity. Will L. Flower, incumbent, 
from the third district, is Oppose 
ed by Wesley Break, Bryn Mawr, 
following the failure of either 
candidate to obtain a majority in 
the primaries. In the run-off the 
entire county will select the sup- 
ervisor,

Until a master list is received 
from Washington, D. C., Upland 


,draft board, with headquarters at 


the Upland inn, cannot proceed 
with the assigning of order num- 
bers of men drawn in Tuesday’s 
national draft lottery. ! 

When the master list is receiv- 
ed, two teams of workers will 
start attaching names from the 
local board to the numbers which 
have been drawn in the national 
lottery. The two teams will dup- 
licate each other’s work, and thus 
an extra check will be made on 
the accuracy of the work. 

Numbers which are greater 
than ‘the total included in the Up- 
land draft board will be stricken 
off the master list. When com- 
pleted each registrant under the 
local hoard will be given a draft 
order number, which will desig- 
nate the order in which he will 
be called. 

It is likely that the order num- 
bers under the Upland board will 
not exceed 3200, since the last 
total reported from the local of- 
fice is 3,159.

After the first quota of draftees 
has been supplied, the local board 
expects to proceed with classifica- 
tion and examination of men, ac- 
cording to draft order numbers.

The eleventh hour is at hand in the National campaigns. 

President Roosevelt is the outstanding speaker of the two 
major party candidates. His eloquence is pleasing. An 
‘‘old campaigner’, he is unusually adept in appealing to 
the people. Even his most ardent opponent, Wendell Will- 
kie, admits that the Democratie leader has served the na- 
tion well—in at least a few respects. 

Most of the 30 previous United States presidents also 
gave the nation something that was worthwhile; something 
about which they could boast, and something that has re- 
mained through the years as a credit to their record. 


But none of the 30 previous presidents ever sought to 
gerve 12 consecutive years in the White House.

It is true that during eight years in the White House 
President Roosevelt has had the opportunity to gain exper- 
jence in international affairs, and in all problems, domestic 
and foreign.

It is unfor- 
tunate that the wording of the 
ballot propositions is so technical 
and legal, as the inquiring vot- 
er is apt to be discouraged in an 
attempt to dig out the real is- 
gues upon which he must make 
his decision. The League of Wo- 
men Voters has a particular in- 
terest in six of the measures pro- 
posed, and hopes to offer clari- 
fication upon the viewpoints in- 
volved.

Both of these have 
to do with old age pension liens. 

Proposition 3 would give the 
legislature power to reorganize 
the state prison administration.

OF OIL IN STORAGE 
FOR CITRUS GROVES 


Investment of $80,000 in Oil 
For Counteracting Cold 
Weather 








With more than two milliton gal- 
ions of orchard heater oil in stor- 
age tanks in the Upland, Alta 
Loma and Cucamonga sections, 
citrus growers are entering an- 
other winter season well prepar- 
ed, 

Because no orchard heating of 
any long duration was necessary 
since the historic freeze of 1937, 
some of the oil now in storage is 
that which was purchased in 1937, 
No new _ purchases of oil have 
been made this fall, associations 
report. 

With oil valued at approxim- 
ately four cents a gallon, invest- 
ment in oil in large association 
storage tanks is approximately 
$80,000. This does not take into 
consideration the oil stored by in- 
dividual growers in tanks on their 
own properties. 

Largest amount of oil stored is 


the Orchard Protection associa- 
tion, a cooperative purchasing 
firm, which has 1,200,000 gallons 
of oil in tanks in three locations. 
Associations included in the pro- 
tection company are the Upland 
Lemon Growers, Upland Citrus, 
Old Baldy Citrus, and Upland 
Heights Orange association. Tanks 
are located on Campus avenue 
and the Santa Fe railway, on 
Fourteenth street and Benson, 
and on Nineteenth street at the 
Old Baldy Citrus association. 

Mountain View Citrus associa- 
tion tanks are located near the 
packing house, where 150,000 gal- 
lons are in storage. Stewart Cit- 
rus association has storage of 
350,000, while the Cucamonga 
Citrus association tanks hold 110,- 
000 gallons. In the Alta Loma 
Heights association tanks are 
350,000 gallons. 

Hauling of oil from tanks to 
groves is a November task in 
most years for growers, but be- 
ecause of the warm 1939-40 win- 
ter, oil placed in heaters a year 
ago has not been burhed. Refill- 
ing of pots will not be necessary 
until after first orchard heating.

“All oranges and lemons intended for shipment out of the 
State of California, before being so shipped shall be regularly 
packed throughout, in accordance with standard practice re- 
lating to size and arrangement of fruit in the box, in closed 
standard containers which are plainly marked as provided in 
this chapter, with the number and average diameter of such 
citrus fruit. The packing, marking and labeling of such con- 
tainers shall otherwise conform in all respects with the re- 
quirements of this chapter and the laws of the United States 
and the regulations prescribed thereunder. This section shall 
not apply to oranges and lemons to be used for charitable 
purposes or unemployment relief or for use by the United 
States government or its agencies, nor to oranges or lemons 
shipped in closed containers designed for sale to the consumer 
in their unbroken form and the net contents of which do not 


exceed 15 pounds.”
